Article  I.— Name. 

HIS  society  shall  be 
called  the  Grace  Re- 
formed Church  Young- 
People's  *So  c  i  e  t  y  of 
Christian  Endeavor. 
Article  II.— Object. 

Its  object  shall  be  to 
promote  an  e  a  r  n  e  s  t 
Christian  life  a  in  o  n  g 
its  members,  to  increase 
their  mutual  acquain- 
tance, and  to  make 
them  more  useful  in  the 
service  of  Cod. 

Article  III. — Membership. 
1.     The    members    shall    consist    of 
three  classes,  active,  associate,  and  affil- 
iated or  honorary. 

2  A^tiyf  M)E3l£7£i2K.  The  active 
members  of  tbis  society  sliall  consist  of 
all  young  persons  who  believe  them- 
selves to  be  Christians,  and  who  sin- 
cerely desire  to  accomplish  the  objects 
above  specified.  Voting  powers  shall 
be  vested  only  in  the  active  members. 

3.  Associate  Members.  All  young 
persons  of  worthy  character,  who  are 
not  at  present  willing  to  be  considered 
decided  Christians,  may  become  asso- 
ciate members  of  this  society.  They 
shall  have  the  special  prayers  and  sym- 
pathy of  the  active  members,  but  shall 
be  excused  from  taking  part  in  the 
prayer-mecting._  It  is  expected  that  all 
associate  members  will  habitually  at- 
teud  the  prayer-meetings,  and  that  they 
will  in  time  become  active  members, 
and  the  society  will  work  to  this  end. 

4.  Affiliated  or  Honorary  Mem- 
bers. All  persons  who,  though  no 
longer  young,  are  still  interested  in  the 
society  and  wish  to  have  some  connec- 
tion Avith  it,  though  they  cannot  regu- 
larly attend  the  meetings,  may  become 
affiliated  members.  Their  names  shall  be 
kept  upon  the  list  under  the  appropriate 
heading,  but  shall  not  be  called  at  the 
roll-call  meeting.  It  is  understood  that 
the  society  may  look  to  the  affiliated 
members  for  financial  and  moral  sup- 
port in  all  worthy  efforts.  (For  special 
class  of  honorary  members  see  Article 
IX.) 


5.  These  different  persons  shall  be- 
come members,  upon  being  elected  by 
the  society,  after  carefully  examining 
the  Constitution  and  upon  signiug  their 
names  to  if,  thereby  pledging  them- 
selves to  live  Tip  to  its  requirements. 
Article  IV. — Officers. 

1.  The  officers  of  this  society  shall 
be  a  President,  Vice-President,  Record- 
ing Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary ,_ 
arid  Treasurers  who  :hali  be  shosen 
from  among  the  active  membei's  of  the 
society. 

2.  There  shall  also  be  a  Lookout 
Committee,  a  Prayer-Meeting  Com- 
mittee, a  Social  Committee,  and  such 
other  committees  as  the  local  needs  of 
each  society  may  require,  each  consist- 
ing of  five  active  members.  There 
shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  as 
provided  in  Article  VI. 

Article  V.— Duties  of  Officers. 

1.  The  President  of  the  society 
shall  perform  the  duties  usually  per- 
cainitg  t;-  ux&t  o"jo*&&;  lit:  shtdi  have 
especial  watch  over  the  interests  of  the 
society,  and  it  shall  be  his  care  to  see 
that  the  different  committees  perform 
the  duties  devolving  up  mi  them. 

2.  Vice-President.  The  Vice-Pres- 
ident sha'.l  perform  the  duties  of  tht 
President  in  his  absence. 

3.  Corresponding  Secretary.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  to  keep  the  local  society  iu 
communication  with  the  United  Society 
and  with  other  local  societies,  and  to 
present  to  his  own  society  such  matters 
of  iuterest  as  may  come  from  the  Uni- 
ted Society,  from  other  local  societies, 
and  from  other  authorized  sources  of 
Christian  Endeavor.  This  office  shall 
be  permanent,  and  the  name  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  Society. 

4.  Recording  Secretary.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary 
to  keep  a  record  of  the  members,  and 
to  correct  it  from  time  to  time,  as  may 
be  necessary,  and  to  obtain  the  signture 
of  each  newly-elected  member  to  the 
Constitution  ;  also  to  correspond  with 
absent  members,  anO.  inform  them  of 
their  standing  iu  the  society;  also  to 
keep  corret  minutes  of  ail  business 
meetings  of  the  society ;  also  to  notify 
all  persons  elected  to  office  or  to  com- 
mittees, and  to  do  so  in  writing,  if  nec- 
essary. 

5.  Treasurer.     It  shall  be  the  duty 


of  the    Treasurer    to    safely    keep    all 
moneys  belonging  to  the  society,  and  to 
pay  out  only   such    sums    as    shall    be 
voted  by  the  society. 
Article  VI. — Duties  of   Committees. 

1.  Lookout  Committee.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  bring- 
new  members  into  the  society,  to  in- 
troduce them  to  the  work  and  to  the 
other  members,  and  to  affectionately 
look  tJ'tci  and*  i  eel  aim  any  that  seem  in- 
different to  their  duties  as  outlined  in 
the  pledge.  This  committee  shall  also 
by  personal  investigation,  satisfy  itself 
of  the  fitness  of  young  persons  to  be- 
come members  of  this  society,  and  shall 
proteose  their  names  at  least  a  week  be- 
fore their  election  to  membership. 

2.  Prayer-Meeting  Committee.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to 
have  in  charge  the  prayer-meeting,  and 
to  see  that  a  topic  is  assigned  and  a 
leader  appointed  for  every  meeting,  and 
to  do  what  it  can  to  seciu-e  faithfulness 
to  the  prayer-meeting  pledge. 

3.  Social  Committee.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  this  committee  to  promote 
the  social  interests  of  the  society  by 
welcoming  strangers  to  the  meetings, 
and  by  providing  for  the  mutual  ac- 
quaintance of  the  members  by  occasional 
sociables,  for  which  any  appropriate  en- 
tertainment, of  which  the  church  ap- 
proves, may  be  provided. 

Executive  Committee.  This  com- 
mittee shall  consist  of  the  pastor  of  the 
church,  the  officers  of  the  society,  and 
the  chairmen  of  the  various  committees. 
All  matters  of  busiuess  requiring  de- 
bate, shall  be  brought  first  before  the 
committee,  and  by  it  reported  either  fa- 
vorably or 'adversely  to  the  society.  All 
discussion  of  proposed  measures  shall 
take  place  before  this  committee  and 
not  before  the  society.  Recommenda- 
tions concerning  the  finances  of  the  so- 
ciety shall  also  originate  with  this  com- 
mittee. 

Each  committee  except  the  Execu- 
tive shall  make  a  report  in  writing  to 
the  society  at  the  monthly  buainess 
meetings,  concerning  the  work  of  the 
past  month,

THE  LADIES'  NEW    ENTERPRISE. 


One.  Hundred,  five  Dollar  Shares. 

Instead  of  holding  a  bazaar  as  has 
been  contemplated,  the  ladies'  Society 
has  conceived  the  idea  of  raising  five  or 
six  hundred  dollars  by  voluntary  con- 
tributions, iu  "five  dollar  shares." 
This  project  was  brought  before  the 
church,  after  the  morning  services, 
March  !*,  and  received  the  unanimous 
approval  of  the  congregation.  Already 
the  ball  has  been  started,  and  it  is  the 
intention  to  keep    it  moving   od,  until 


one  hundred  or  more  shares  are  se- 
curred.  To  reach  this  amount  our 
families  will  no  doubt  be  willing  to  do 
their  utmosh,  many  of  them  taking  two 
and  three  shares,  some  possibly  more, 
while  others  may  take  less,  ac- 
cording as  they  are  able.  As 
far  as  the  canvass  has  been  made 
the  work  has  been  going  ou 
nobly.  Grace  Church  doe3  things, 
not  by  halves,  and  we  besjjeak  nothing 
but  a  grand  triumph  for  the  ladies  in 
this  project. 

The  subscriptions  are  made  £>ayahle 
by  October  1st,  1893.  The  object  in 
view  is  to  raise  a  sufficient  amount  of 
money  to  liquidate  the  indebtedness 
upon  the  parsonage  lot,  which  has  al- 
ready been  reduced  to  some  less  than 
$600,  including  principal  and  interest. 
When  this  indebtedness  is  canceled,  the 
church  is  then  ready,  aud  wiil  at  once 
begin  to  accumulate  funds  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  main  church  edifice.  The 
church  has  been  doing  so  well  in  its 
past  history,  that  we  feel  certain  of  its 
future,  aud  are  assured  that  in  a  few 
years  the  main  structure  of  the  build- 
ing of  the  church  shall  be  erected.  We 
shall  be  glad  to  report  in  a  later  issue 
the  names  of  all  who  take  $5.00  share;. 


While  the  pastor  was  holding  meet- 
ing meetings  at  the  Salem's  Church,  he 
visited  the  home  of  Michael  Kistler, 
the  great  honey  producer  of  Allen  Co. 
Mr.  Kistler  is  one  of  the  most  success- 
ful men  in  this  business  in  the  country. 
He  has  for  many  years  made  the  indus- 
trious little  bee  a  subject  of  careful 
study.  It  was  a  matter  of  much  interest 
to  us,  to  hear  him  talk  of  the  habits  aud 
untiring  industry  of  this  little  worker, 
that  sips  the  sweets  from  the  cups  of 
clover  and  other  blossoms.  He  assured 
us  that  in  many  colonies  there  were  of- 
tentimes as  many  as  fifty  thousand  bees, 
and  all  under  the  rule  of  one  queen, 
and  living  together  in  perfect  peace 
and  harmony.  Where  is  the  colony  of 
men,  or  even  of  church  members, 
numbering  only  one  hundred, 
that     enjoys     such     unity  and     peace. 

Mr.  Kistler  has  over  one  hundred 
colonies  of  bees  at  present,  and  all  are 
doing  well.  We  can  also  vouch  for  the 
fine  quality  of  honey  that  is  produced 
in  this  apiary.  Our  table  has  been  sup- 
plied for  some  time  past  with  the  de- 
licious sweets  from  these  quarters.  Mr. 
Kistler  appreciates  a  pastor's  visit  to 
his  home  of  which  we  were  assured  by 
a  kind  reception,  as  also  by  a  liberal 
supply  of  honey.  Persons  wanting  a 
good  quality  of  this  article  will  always 
find  it  with  this  gentleman. 


SALEM  REFORMED  CHURCH. 


Spring  19  here.       Sunday  "aches  and 
isms"  will  soon  subside. 


During  the  last  week  of  February 
and  the  first  week  of  March,  special 
services  were  held  with  the  people  of 
the  Salem's  Church.  The  first  week  of 
these  meetings  the  attendance  was  not 
so  large,  owing  to  the  bad  roads  and  the 
continuous  rains.  We  have  no  recollec- 
tion of  ever  attempting  to  hold  a  meet- 
ing when  the  weather  was  so  unfavor- 
able. During  the  last  week  of  the  ser- 
vices the  roads  were  in  a  better  condi- 
tion, and  the  evenings  were  pleasant, 
and  the  attendance  was  quite  large.  We 
feel  confident  these  services  were  not 
held  in  vaiu.  While  there  were  not- so 
many  accessions  to  the  church,  the 
community  was  benefitted,  and  the 
church  greatly  profited.  We  felt  indis- 
posed to  close  these  meetings  when 
we  did,  for  it  seemed  to  us  that  the 
Lord  was  just  beginning  to  pour  out 
His  blessing  upon  this  church.  When 
the  meetings  opened,  the  church  was 
scarcely  prepared  for  the  work  which 
was  before  it.  It  took  most  of  our  time 
to  prepare  the  church  itself  for  a  re- 
vival. This  is  however  commonly  the 
condition  in  which  we  find  churches. 
The  people  are  not  ready  for  a  harvest. 
The  churches  grow  indifferent,  aud 
many  times  become  divided.  Some 
petty  little  difficulties  arise  and  then 
the  minds  of  the  people  become  di- 
verted from  the  work  of  the  Lord,  and 
the  time  is  lost  in  wrangling  over  noth- 
ing, while  souls  are  left  unsaved,  and 
the  wolf  is  allowed  to  do  his  mischiev- 
ous work  among  the  flock.  In  a  revival 
the  first  work  to  be  done  is  always  in 
the  church.  Whea  the  people  of 
God  are  once  alive  and  aglow  with 
the  love  of  God.  Then  the  unsaved 
will  be  influenced  and  led  to  God. 

We  feel  that  among  the  people  of  the 
Salem's  Church  the  Holy  Spirit  has 
been  at  work,  and  a  fire  has  been 
kindled  anew  upon  the  altar  of  this 
church.  We  hope  to  see  the  congrega- 
tion united  in  the  bonds  of  love  and 
Christian  fellowship.  With  this  accom- 
plished, what  a  great  work  there  is  be- 
fore this  church.  The  harvest  is  plen- 
teous, and  we  believe  is  ripe  for  the 
reapers.  We  intend  to  give  some  spe- 
cial at'.ention  to  this  church  as  Ave  shall 
have  opportunity,  for  some  time  to 
come,  and  by  the  united  effort  of  the 
people,  we  hope  to  see  many  others 
brought  unto  the  Lord.  Every  family 
iu  this  community  should  be  in  some 
church,  and  to  this  end  the  people 
of  this  church    should    labor  diligently.
